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Agricultural Prosperity 


hen the present issue the Free China 

Review makes its appearance, delegates 
from seven Asian countries—Republic 
Korea, Japan, Philippines, Vietnam, Laos, 
Thailand and Republic China—would 
attending the conference the Far East 
Agricultural Extension and Information 
Workshop sponsored the International 
Cooperation Administration. is, therefore, 
fitting that should make brief review 
the success Taiwan modernizing its 
agriculture and greatly stepping farm 
production the past ten years for the in- 
formation the delegates well our 
readers.

1949, the year when the 
government moved here, production un- 
hulled rice was 747,675 metric tons; last year’s 
production was ovet 1,800,000 
For the current year, planned production

from sugar cane grown Taiwan grosses 
US$100 million year and the chief source 
foreign exchange for the government. The 
improvement sugar cane stock and the 
utilization by-products the manufactur- 
ing sugar are eloquent testimony the 
extent which science put work 
Taiwan farms and industry.

March 12, the Lhasa situation was 
still stalemated. The 3,000-man Tibetan army,

Chamdo.” Chamdo October, 1950, seven 
Tibetan regiments were annihilated Chang

May 23, 1951, the Chinese Communists 
proclaimed the “peaceful liberation Tibet 
from imperialist influences.” that day, 
agreement was signed Peiping 
between the Chinese Communists and repre- 
the Dalai Lama and Panchen 
Erdeni, establishing the Communist hegemony 
Tibet. 

There was actually nothing peaceful about 
the “liberation” Tibet. The Dalai Lama 
the Communists because victorious 
army had wiped out the entire 
Tibetan land force and was already within 
miles the capital Lhasa. 

the fall 1949 when the Chinese 
Communists were rolling the mainland, 
the Dalai Lama tried desperately forestall 
What was then generally believed the 
Communist occupation Tibet.. 


His effort failed. September 1949, 
the New China News Agency, the official 
Communist mouthpiece, came out with 
declaring that Tibet 
Must “liberated” and the Communists 
would not allow one “single inch territory 
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remain outside the rule the Chinese 
people’s republic.” 

Two months later, November 24, 1949, 
the Panchen Lama, arch rival the Dalai 
Lama, who had been Tibet 
pro-Dalai elements for his non-Tibetan 
titude, was quoted Peiping radio having 
made appeal Mao Tse-tung requesting 
the Communists use military force the 
“liberation” Tibet. 


The desperate Dalai mobilized his 


regiment army hoping make military 
stand against the Communists. 

October 1950, Peiping ordered the 
18th army under Chang Kuo-hua march 
into Tibet via Sikang was 
then only one highway linking Tibet 


southwest China through Sikang, built 


the National Government. Chang’s forces 
took the road over very rough terrain. 

Chang’s forces crossed 
the Yangtze River into the part Sikang 
inhabited Tibetan generally 
known the outside the Khambas. 
Chamdo (Changtu) Sikang, the Reds 
fought fierce but short battle with the 
Tibetan regiments. the course one day, 
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seven the Dalai Lama’s nine regiments 
were completely annihilated and the two 
other regiments battered beyond recognition 
the seasoned Communist troops. The 
Tibetan military force crumbled the fate- 
ful day October 19, 1950. 


The Communists claimed that they killed 
and captured 4,000 Tibetan soldiers including 
more than high-ranking Tibetan officers 
that encounter. 


The triumphant Communist army then 
continued its march toward Lhasa. Their 
occupation Lhasa did not realize 1950 
simply because the terrain and the prob- 
lem supply. 


Article Agreement 


With all hopes gone, the Dalai Lama 
succumbed Communist demand and sent 
delegation Peiping early 1951. The 
delegation was headed Ngapo Ngawang 
Jigme who later turned out notorious 
traitor selling Tibet down the river. The 
Panchen Lama also sent his men the Pei- 
ping negotiations. 

The result was the 17-article agreement 
May 23, 1951, which put Tibet under 
undisputed Communist rule. Under the

amaism the westernized name for 
the Buddhism the Tibetan and 
Mongolian people, who claim Buddhist 


orthodoxy.

Resistance Revolts 


The Tibetans treasure religious faith and 
freedom much more than their own lives. 
Under the Communist yoke, they soon de- 
veloped general passive resistance campaign 
immediately after the Communist occupation 
and then later increased their resistance 
until they were strong enough launch 
armed revolts. 


Chang Kuo-hua admitted his April 
statement, “The (revolutionary 
activities... were not all incidental but 
had been planned for long time.” 


The Chang report made known, for the 
first time official Communist documents, 
that the Tibetans had never intended co- 
operate with the Communists the imple- 
mentation the surrender agree- 
ment. said: 


“The former Tibetan local government, 
which though messages and words, repeat- 
edly expressed support for the implementation 
the agreement, had fact been obstruct- 
ing its carrying out all manner pretexts, 
that number important articles the 
agreement could not put into effect. 


“For instance, with regard the social 
system Tibet, that serfdom, which ought 
reformed according the wishes the 
people, and the Tibetan army which ought 
reorganized, the central authorities (i.e.

Some three thousand young Goloks took 
part the uprising which lasted more than 
two weeks. The Goloks finally abandoned 
their own district and retreated into Sikang 
province where they continued the anti- 
Communist fight.

The Question Overstaying Chinese 


The nine-year-old question 2,700 over- 
staying Chinese visitors the Philippines 
seemed again deadlocked last March. 


governments the Republic China 


and the Philippines apparently still could not 
find solution that would acceptable 


both. 


November 1958, the two governments 
had announced joint statement, signed 
Chinese Ambassador Chen Chih-mai and 
Foreign Secretary Felixberto Serrano, em- 
phasizing “meeting minds” the solu- 
tion the question. Without disclosing 
details, the statement stressed the majesty 
Philippine law, the sincere desire both 


sides for better understanding closer 
relations, and humanitarian considerations 
the basis for the solution. 


Press reports from Manila said that under 
the Serrano-Chen tentative the 
overstaying Chinese would first 
Taiwan, and those whose behavior the 
law, morals and public policy would 
admitted. order that the repatriates need 
not have wait for long before 
re-entry into the Philippines, the screening 
for their re-entry would 
Manila before their departure, the reports said, 
The repatriates would reportedly return 
instead bloc. 


But these proposed 
virtually torpedoed the foreign 
committee the Philippine Senate.

governing overseas Chinese 
mitted the Legislative Yuan, the 
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suggested augmenting the scope investment 
and lifting the restrictions the outflow 
the investors’ profits. The Legislative Yuan 
expected approve the amendment bill 
with some minor changes wording. 


According the proposed amendment, 
the investors may put their money “public 
utilities, service business, enterprises helpful 
communications, and all enterprises helpful 


the development the economy and society 
home,” addition the present industrial 


field. 


Such amendment, approved, will 
give the overseas Chinese investors much more 
leeway enabling them invest their cap- 
ital almost any kind enterprise 
Taiwan. 


According the existing law, the amount 


investor may remit back each year shall not 
exceed 15% his total capital investment. 
The amendment bill proposed this 


restriction cancelled, The profit interest 
the investment may totally remitted 
back with restriction, the amendment bill 
suggested. 


The existing law, stipulating that 
enterprise with 51% overseas Chinese in- 
more will not commandeered 
within ten years, has aroused fears that the 
business may commandeered after the ten- 
year period. 

the Cabinet proposed that this stipula- 
tion rescinded. long overseas Chi- 
nese investors keep not less than 51% the 
shares, the business establishment will not 
commandeered bought over the govern- 
ment, according the proposed amendment.
